PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) “ 
—A West Coast Airlines 
DC-9 with 17 persons 
aboard was missing and 
feared down Saturday 
night 

The twin-jet, short-range air¬ 
plane, Flight 956, was en route 
from Eugene, Ore., to Portland 
when contact with it broke off. 
The flight had originated In San 
Francisco. 

State police said radio contact 
was lost when the aircraft was 
near Squaw Mountain, which is 
southwest of Mount Hood about 
30 miles southeast of Portland. 
BAIN FALLING 
Rain was falling In the area 
and the ceiling was down to 
2,900 feet, the Oregon board of 
aeronautics reported. Squaw 
Mountain is 4,800 feet high. 

A spokesman for the board 
■aid two planes were in the area 
and a third was due shortly. But 
the terrain below was obscured 
by clouds and darkness. 

12 PASSENGERS 
In Seattle, a vice president 
of West Coast, Ed Altman, said 
the plane carried 12 passengers, 
two pilots, an observer pilot and 
two stewardesses. 

Altman identified the pilot as 
Capt. Donald Aldrich. The co¬ 
pilot was Charles Warren.

r\ NE OF THE FIRST thing* Mr. Paul HeEyw did 
^ when he became minister ot national defence in 
April, 1963, was to establish what can only be de¬ 


scribed as a personal propaganda section in his office 
under former RCAF Group Captain William Lee. 

Since that time Mr. Lee has been a very busy 
fellow indeed. Operating under the title of Special 
Assistant to the Minister of National Defence he has 
sent out what now must amount to tons of photostats, 
clippings or copies of every editorial, artiele or news 
commentary appearing in Canada or elsewhere which 
made favorable mention of his minister. 

These items, enclosed in OHMS envelopes and 
franked by/the minister, have been pouring out of 
national defence headquarters Into newspaper, radio 
and television offices throughout the country in an 
e\er-incre*sing stream. 

If it is to be assumed that this is not propaganda 
but simply information which is being dispensed by 
Mr. Lee then it must be assumed that if the material 
goes out under the minister of national defence’s in¬ 
itial on the envelope the contents are factually 
accurate. 

The validity of this assumption, however, can be 
quite easily challenged by a cursory glance at some 
of the articles which have gone out with the minis¬ 
ter’s official blessing. 

As but one example: at the end of 1964 or early 
1965 Mr. Heilyer’s propaganda machine sent out a 
lengthy news commentary by the Ottawa correspon¬ 
dent erf one of the international news services. The 
article was highly complimentary to Mr. Hellyer and 
made a number of assertions well calculated to ap¬ 
pease any doubts the public may have held regarding 
the defence policy followed by the present government 

Apart from completely confusing the integration- 
unification issue the author makes the following points 
on which some editorial comment is justified. 

Point: The new commander in chief of the armed 
forces has assembled a team of the best military minds 
available to mould the new single-service force. 

Comment: More than a dozen of the most senior 
' army, navy and air force officers who were what must 
have been the best military minds in Canada at that 
time have now either been retired or fired. 

Point: Mr. Hellyer presented the armed forces 
with a $15 billion Christmas (1964) present that in¬ 
cluded six new warships. 

Comment: Four of these ships have not yet been 
ordered. In fact the orders for four ships comparable 
to the, ones mentioned were cancelled. 

Point: "Hetiyer’s greatest accomplishment, how¬ 
ever, was winning the respect and admiration of the 
services for his radical face-lifting operation." 

Comment: Mr. Heilyer’s recent experience in Hali¬ 
fax and the fact that all three services are far, almost 
dangerously, under strength would seem to give the lie 
to this point 

Point: Anti-submarine warfare operations have 
now been directed by a central command, thus show¬ 
ing how effectively Mr. Heilyer’s integration policy is 
working. 

Comment: ASW operations have been carried out 
by an integrated navy and air force command since 
1958—five years before Mr. Hellyer took office. 

Point: Two countries, one a major world power,

He returned to his parents 
and the "toughest school." 

“A person had to fight there 
in order to survive,” Mr. 
Minow said. “I fcnaty had all 
the fear beat out of me and 
eventually wound up near the 
top.” 

In 1947 the family moved to 
Victoria, '’That was the hap¬ 
piest time in my life,” he 
said. “Our property on Gor¬ 
don Head was simply beauti¬ 
ful, and there were no people 
around to escape from," 

Happiness Short 

But that happiness was 
short. From 1948 until May 11. 
1965, he spent most at his life 
in detention homes in Vancou¬ 
ver and Victoria, a boys’ 
industrial school. Oak alia and 
the B.C. Penitentiary. He 
spent a total of 17% yean in 
institutfans. 

Crimea ranged from break¬ 
ing and entering to car theft 
to possession of an offensive 

weapon. 

"The boys' and girls' kidus- 
•'"tmri schools,” be said, "are 
the breeding-pen* for crimi¬ 
nals of tomorrow. That’s 
where I really started. 

"By 1950. at tie age of 14,1 
was a full-fledged thug. 1 
received my first fix of heroin 


(HI in Qakalla at the age of 
14.” 

Since that time he has taken 
morph ine ;' cocaine, H, mari¬ 
juana, hashish, poppy juice, 
poppy tea and the odd goof- 
ball (barbiturate). 

He recalled how he used to 
steal poppy seeds grown by 
Chinese on an island near 
Vancouver Island. When the 
supply dwindled, he found 
another spot near Kamloops. 

Death Pact

April 19 and 20, 1963, a huge 
riot was staged at the B.C. 
Penitentiary. "The moat 
brutal system in the history of 
Canadian JjeMtagy was born 
that night," he said. 

Mr. Minow and 16 other 
Inmates agreed on a death 


Mr. Minow went to Edmon¬ 
ton and oh July 14 again 
phoned Pat Burna. He was 
arrested a short time later 
and returned to Essondale 
while an investigation was 
conducted at the penitentiary. 
"The press and radio were 
given a snow job. Nothing has 
changed.” 

When he was returned to 
the penitentiary, Mr. Minow 
and four other Inmates 
studied penology and psychol¬ 
ogy and thought of ways to 
change the penal system. 

"I wanted to find a way to 
change man’s inhumanity to 
man,” he said ."and I studied 
and thought day and night.” 

First Out 

The five agreed the first 
man out would start a half¬ 
way house few released con¬ 
victs. It would be caJed 
Halfway House because the 
released convicts would be 
halfway between prison and a 
society which would not be too 
willing to accept them. 

Mr. Minow was released 
from prison May 11,1965. 

"I promised something 
would be done to change 
things. I was the first one out. 
I have never looked back.” 

He presented a brief to a 
social welfare conference at 
the University o f "British 
Columbia a few days after his 
release.

Several scientist* in Vic¬ 
toria are among the thousands 
around the world who ponder 
pesticide problems. 

However, moat work for 
government agencies and. be¬ 
cause the issues are exceed¬ 
ingly inflammatory, they are 
reluctant to g*rt involved in 
discussions which could gravi¬ 
tate into the political sphere 
In B.C.-, all the successful 
Vegetable and fruit growers, 
sheep, dairy and pouhrymen, 
and even mushroom-growers, 
have to poison the little 
creatures which are so emi¬ 
nently successful that they 
still manage to destroy 10 per 
cent of this province's crop; 

In B.C's forests — and this 
Is startling — insects kill six 


'■me* the vohnne of timber

However, since 1946 only 
231.000 acres have been 
sprayed for insects —' less 
than two-tenUis of one per 
cent of the province's total 
commercial forest land, esti¬ 
mated in 1958 at 136.700.000 
acres. 

Health people, cbemoats and 
entomologists readily admit 
that Borne of the compounds 
are just as poisonous to 
humans a; thev are to insects 
and other pests. 

For example, parnfhion. an 
organic phosphate jjjed 
against hi-hlv-resistont 1 n- 
spets, is so deadly that the 
tnen who spiny it must wear 
respirators and protective 
clothing.

Archers to Hunt Bucks, Does in Sayward Forest 


Bow and arrow hunters on 
Vancouver Island are plaining 
a big safari Nov. 2B to Dec. 4 
to transform Sayward Forest 
north at Campbell River into a 
Sherwood Forest. 

But the sheriff of Notting¬ 
ham won't be around. 

The occasion will be to 
mark British Columbia's first 
special deer bunting season 
for archers, 

Sayward Forest, between 
and including the drainages of 
the Campbell and, Saknon 
River, has been set aside in 
ihat week Immediately follow¬ 
ing the regular deer hunting 
season as an arahev's para¬ 
dise with both bucks and 
anterless deer declared open 
season for archers. 

Eight Clubs 

Eight .Vancouver Island 
archery clubs will participate, 
including two Victoria clubs, 
Duncan, Ladysmith, Nanaimo. 
Port Alberra. Campbell River 
and CoMtenay. 

Alrady John Nanning, 
Oyster Bay archer who will 
travel to the world archery 
championships in Holland, has 
scouted the Sayward Foreat to 
make preliminary plans for 
the safari. 

Scheduled to look the situa¬ 
tion over this weekend is Fred 
Usher, past president of Vic¬ 
toria Bowmen, director of 
B.C. Archery Association and 
president of Pacific Archery 
Association. 

Plan is to establish and 
base camp in the forest with 
trailers and tents for a 
campout. Two sites under 
consideration are the camp¬ 
site at Morton Lake and Hie 
Spirit Lake area which is 
sometimes plentiful with deer 
and cougar. 

In Pairs 

There will be organized, 
daily hunts with archers turn¬ 
ing in pain. Blinds will be set 
up at strategic deer crossing 
trails and camouflage clothing 
will be wom for stalking 
purposes.

Michigan bowmen killed lour 
deer that year. Now Michigan 
sells some 40 000 or mere 
archery licences ■ year and 
her bowmen take about 2.000 
deer.

tiums. 

The leaf of a nasturtium Is covered 
with a waxy coating* that resists wet¬ 
ting, so bug sprays jyon't stick. Dust 
is better, but the plant lice invariably 
congregate on the backs of the leaves, 
and the backs cannot be reached with 
the dust in an ordinary dusting; each 
) waf w arifThave to be turned over and 
dusted individually, much tocHong and 
tedious a job. 

About the best solution I have run 
across is a granular systemic insecti¬ 
cide sold under such names as Pro- 
texall and Ortho Rose and Flower 
Care. The granules are sprinkled on the 
soil around each plant, scratched in 
shallowly, and watered. The chemical 
is taken in by the roots and enters into 
the bloodstream of the plant, rendering 
the sap and leaves poisonous to the bugs 
that feed upon them. 

If is hardly worthwhile treating your 
present plants so late In the season, but 
you might keep It in mind for next 
year. Do not eat the leaves nor pickle 
the seeds of treated nasturtiums. 


FRAGRANT ROSES (G.L.Y., Na¬ 
naimo)—I think you are confusing the 
rose Silver Lining with Sterling Silver. 
Both are. hybrid teas, but Sterling 
Silver is an unusual shade of lavender 
while Silver Lining is a deep rose pink, 
silvery in the centre. Both are sweetly 
fragrant. 

Incidentally, there is a bed of 100 
bushes of Silver Lining growing in the 
gardens of Buckingham Palace in Lon¬ 
don, presented to Her Majesty by the 
raiser, Alex Dickson and Sons of North¬ 
ern Ireland, to commemorate the birth 
of Prince Andrew.

CASTOR OIL PLANT (A.J., Gordon 
Head)—Vour plant with the enormous 
leaves Is Ricinus, pronounced RISS-in-us, 
and commonly called the Castor Gil 
Plant It is a tropical plant from Zan¬ 
zibar, and I am sorry to say that I 
can't think of any practicable way to 
bring It through the winter alive. 

In ita Af ri can home it is a long-lived, 
tree-like perennial, but it Is customary 
here to tre=t it as a tender annual, 
scrapping the plants in the fall and 
starting new ones every spring from 
seeds sown indoors or under glass In 
March or earily April. 

I suppose it might be possible to pot 
the thing “ub In an oversize tub and 
keep it growing in a sunny window or 
even in a glassed-in sunporch, but the 
plant is really far too big for the 
average home, growing to six feet tall 
or more, and with huge leavet up to 
three feet across. Incidentally, the 
beautifully-marked bean-like seeds are 
poisonous If eaten.

They could announce the reason we were doing It was 
to give Hanoi a chance to seek peace negotiation#, but In 
fact the pause would give the North Vietnamese a chance 
tq repair their bridges so we would have some targets to 
bomb again." 

t "It was clever strategy," I admitted. 

"Unfortunately our bombing was so good that as soon 
as we were permitted to fly over North Viet Nam again, 
we destroyed all the bridges that had been repaired. This 
loft us in a helluva predicament, so we decided to go after 
their oil storage tanks and railroad yards. 

★ * # 

But once again we knocked them out in a few raids and 
the realization started to dawn on us that the larger the 
raids the less results we had to show for It. 

In the beginning the destruction of an oil storage tank 
farm was a big event, but as time went on we found our¬ 
selves happy to announce that 150 B-52'g had knocked out 
two Jeeps and eight water buffalos." 

"I remember that," I said. 

"So we decided the only solution to the problem was to 
drop our OWN bridges on North Viet Nam and then destroy 
them with our own planes. The first wave of bombers would 
let go with the bridges and the second wave would come on 
a half hour later and bomb them. 

"In this way we coqld truthfully say we had knocked 
out more bridges than the North Vietnamese had to start 
with." 


Congressman Thomas M. Rees of California has raised 
a question in. a recent newsletter that haa been bothering 
many people—and that is, how many bridges does North 
Viet Nam really have? 

He says that despite continuous bombing of North 
Vietnamese bridges, the Ho government seems to be 
building them faster than U.S. planes can destroy them. 
In a recent two-week period a military spokesman announced 
that 133 bridges had been destroyed, which is a very im¬ 
pressive figure. 

But what has Congressman Rees worried is that during 
the same period the U.S. military announced that Infiltration 
Into South Viet Nam had increased. It seems the more 
target* knocked out in North Viet Nam, the more troops 
are sent into South Viet Nam.

To find the answer to these question* I interviewed the 
undersecretary of defence in charge of destroying bridges. 

Ha had a very simple explanation for the whole thing. 

"You must remember," he said, "when we started bomb¬ 
ing North Viet Nam we expected Hanoi to cave in Immediate¬ 
ly. Therefore there was no effort to ration the country'* 
military target* over any period of time. The bombers 
went In there and destroyed everything without thought to 
the future. 

"Much to everyone's surprise the bombing did not have 
the effect we wanted. Instead of giving in, North Vietnamese 
resistance stiffened, and suddenly the United States found 
itself with a shortage of bombing targets."

Ex-Convict's Burning Wish* Provide Help

Who is this man who wants 
to estabhtoi a Halfway House 
for drug addict* a U- 1715 
Rockland? 

Vem Mjtow, 30. is a former 
drug addict, a farmer thug, 
an ex-convact, a former thief. 

But these days are past, he 
»ays. 

He is now a man who 
expresses a burning desire to 
help drug addicts ami con¬ 
victs. He k a man who .-toows 
great vitality, relentlessly 
striving to help those less 
fortunate than himself. 

Beatings 

Mr. Minow was bom in 
Edmonton July 10, 1936. He 
has one brother and three 

s.sters. 

In 1941 he moved with hi* 
parents to Lulu Island. B.C. 
Ttte family moved to Vancou¬ 
ver in 1942. 

"It was then the beating, 
started," Mr. Minow said. "In 
tirade 1 my teacher would 
beat me for some childish act. 
I would return home end get 
another beating for th* beat¬ 
ing I had at school. And that's 
the way the vicious" circle 
went. 

"I attended one at the 
toughest schools in Vancou¬ 
ver." 

Problem Child 

Young Vem beoame some¬ 
thing of • problem child and 
In 1942 the Oriktowi's Aid 
stepped In end the boy was 
sent to * foster home on Lulu 
Island, where lie remained 
until the latter part of 1945. 

He returned to his parents 
end the "toughest school." 

"A person had to fight there 
In a rtie r to survive.” Mr. 
Minoer said. "I finaly had aU 
the fear beat out at me end 
eventually wound up near the 
top.” 

In 1947 the famOy moved to 
Victoria. "That was the hap¬ 
piest time in my life,” he 
Raid. "Our p r o pert y on Gor¬ 
don Head was simply beauti¬ 
ful. and there were no people 
around to escape from.” 

Happiness Short 

But that happiness was 
short. From 1948 until May 11. 
1965, he spent most of his life 
in detention homes in Vancou¬ 
ver and Victoria, a boys’ 
industrial school. Oakalla and 
the B.C. Penitentiary. He 
spent a total of 171 years in 
institutions. 

Crime* ranged from break¬ 
ing and entering to car theft 
to possession of an offensive 
weapon. 

"The boys' and girls' indus¬ 
trial schools,” he said, "are 
the breeding-pens for crimi¬ 
nals of tomorrow. That's 
where I really started. 

"By 1950. at the age of 14, I 
was a full-fledged thug. I 
received my first fix cf heroin 


IHV in Oakalla at the age of 
14.” 

Since that time he has taken 
morphine, cocaine, H, mari¬ 
juana, hashish, poppy juice, 
poppy bee and the odd goof- 
hall (barbiturate). 

He recalled how he used to 
steal poppy seeds grown by 
Chinese on an island near 
Vancouver Island. When the 
supply dwindled, be found 
another spot near Kamloops. 

Death Pact 

April 19 and 20. 1963. a huge 
riot was staged at the B.C. 
P e n i ientiary. "The meet 
brutal system in the history of 
Canadian penology was born 
that night,” he said. 

Mr. Minow and 16 other 
lnmatea agreed on a death

pact and he did a thorough 
job of slashing hw arms, legs 
and stomach, "Hundreds of 
stitches were required to close 
my wounds.” 

The other inmates in the 
pact also did good job of 
slashing themselves. 

Escape 

"After months In the hole, 
the hospital, segregation, back 
in the hole, back into the 
hospital, into emergency at 
Shaughnessy and strappings 
With the paddle I was trans¬ 
ferred to Essondala (now 
Riverviewt mental hospital.” 

It was June a, 1964. The 
time was 8:38 pm, Mr. 
Minow escaped from Esson- 
dale. 

Two days later, from a 
phone booth in North Vancou¬ 
ver, he phoned Vancouver 
radio commentator Pat Bums 
and explained the "brutality” 
in the penitentiary. 


Mr. Minow went to Edmon¬ 
ton and on July 14 again 
phoned Pat Bums. He was 
arrested a short time later 
and returned to Essoodale 
while an investigation was 
conducted at the penitentiary. 
"The press and radio were 
given a snow job. Nothing has 
changed.” 

When he was returned T to 
the penitentiary. Mr. Minow 
and four other Inmates 
studied penology and psychol¬ 
ogy and thought of way* to 
change the penal system. 

“I wanted to find a way to 
change man's inhumanity to 
man." he said ."and I studied 
and thought day and night.” 

First Out 

The five agreed the first 
man out would start a half¬ 
way houw for released con¬ 
victs. It would be called 
Halfway House because the 
released convict* would be 
halfway between prison and a 
society which would not be too 
willing to accept them, 
from prison May 11,1965. 

"I promised something 
would be done to change 
things. I was the first one out. 
I have never looked back.” 

He presented a brief to a 
social welfare conference at 
the University of British 
Columbia a few days after his 
release. 

‘T/iey Laughed ’ 

He outlined his plans to 
e s t aUiab a rehabilitation 
centre for former inmates of 
the B.C. Penitentiary, Oakalia 
and Hanay, and far other 
youngsters in trouble. 

"I told Ibe conference my 
plan* to change the penal 
system and tie delegate* 
laughed.”

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Of all the different kinds of salmon that are afforded to us here in the Pacific Northwest, 
I imagine the coho salmon must be rated as the most prized catch a salmon fisherman can 
attain. While spring (chinook) fishermen discuss as a matter of course 25 to 30 pounders, the 
mention of a 15 to 20 pound coho usually halts most conversation, raises eyebrows, and 
brings a barrage of questions as to where, how, when and on what did you catch it. This 
figures—because coho salmon are not too numerous at the 18 to 20 pound size; most coho 

caught average eight to 12 pounds at their mature time of life which is about their third year.

Tailwalking Coho 


By E. D. (Bud) DUNNETT 

About four to five months after 
the cock and hen fish have spawned 
in a grave/ bed of their choice in 
one of our coastal rivers, the young 
fry emerge and spend a varying 
degree of time in the fresh water 
—growing, usually about 18 months 
to two years. Easily identified as 
fry by their long narrow parr marks 
along the lateral line and the 
highly-colored reddish brawn tail, 
they can be seen close in to banks 
of rivers or in the shallows in 
schools where they are fair game 
for big trout, merganser ducks and 
kingfishers. About one or two per 
cent of these hatched fish ever 
reach adult stage. 

It was assumed that once they entered the 
sea they dispersed themselves all over the Pacific 
Ocean and up to the Bering Sea. h o w e ve r . In 
recent years through research by our federal 
fisheries and their staff of biologist*, m 
surprising facts hare come to light. By tagging 
fish or clipping their Bm. they discovered that a 
good majority of the young ooho spend moat of 
their growing period right etose to home. Tanf 
bluebacks that were netted, tagged and r-fra~rd 
have been rrcapttared later in apfamimalgly the 
same area. They range up and down Puget Sound 
and the Strait of Georgia foBowing the feed imtil 
they migrate to their home stream. The picture, 
although not yet complete, ia taking shape ks the 
eyes of the biologists and further research in the 
next few years will provide- much needed 
knowledge of their movements. 

In the blue back stage (over 1? inches to five 
pounds) the coho prwidf exceBeort vtate r sport 
for the coast fisherman These young grilse as 
they are called are readily caught, December 
through March in Saanich Inlet and toe a d jacent 
waters from Saltehte Channel to Oak Bay. As one 
small very weak voice ia the periphery of cnist 
fishermen, I- think that the fishing at hkwharb 
should be prohibited. If as we are led to believe, 
the stock of coho salmon is depleting, then ■ 
measure of control should be implemented and 
the taking .of winter blueback stopped. 

To depict the coho as a water dancer i* put¬ 
ting it mildly, for this battier spends almost a* 
mueh time out at the water when hooked as he 
does in. His spectacular leaps and rushes are 
something to observe. He jumps, tail-walks, 
twists in -mid-air and does everything expected 
of a great game fish and he is truly that. 

Caught in early May through June they 
usually weigh two and a half to four pounds but 
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as the summer wears on, if the feed Is available, 
they put on about a half to three-quarters of a 
pound a week until they cease to feed at 
spawning time, when they will be eight to 20 

pwHals and more. Coho up to 3d pounds and more 
have been caught but these are esceptimu. 

Trolling, spine airing and bucktaiting are die 
most popular way of catcMng these silver 
beauties. TrolBng (town the Watt Coast af 
Vancouver Island from Port Renfrew to Sktary h 
is rarely a cc e ssa r y to use mote than six ouaces of 
weight, for three Hah — unlike the spring 
(chinooki — do not seek the deep water as much 
but- seem to prefer the daltosw depths where 
toe minnow peeks are available. 

There Is amt tbtog abaut toe echo—when he Is 
around be makes himself noticed by Ms 
spont an eou s juanpa. Why ha ntakea these kanpa 
I know not; whet h e r ft hi Mb attempt to shake sS 
ns Nee ar whether It is just some part at Ms 
make up. he just Hkes to jump. 

A good example of Ms aerial aaeokatlea can 
be seen to San Juan Bay or Cknrlehan Bay hi 
October and November when St to lit Osh eaa be 
scan jumping at the same time. They wit all 
start jumping and stop almost simultaneously as 
If by a given signal. Maybe tt is akto to toe 
gratae dance at mating time. i 

Minnows, herring strip, s m a l l spoons and 
plugs are pro ven lures for the trailer. Drop back 
about MO feet of more with two. six or right 
ounces of weight on a nylon line and fish In or 
■ear toe kelp patches when possible Do not 
neglect the back eddies forme d by the tides for it 
Is to here you wll find them feeding. You can 
traH a Uttie lesser than you would for spring 
(chinook) salmon, far toeee active fish seem to 
like an active lure. A Mg Tee spoon to the latter 
part of toe season, traded behtod the boat at Port 
Renfrew is wry effective. 

Spin teari n g bom tore la similar to syfct 
casting for spring (chinook) salmon to the same 
loonies. The fish, in schooto, sriB work their way 
into a few feet tf water aftor the iced and to and 
around kelp patches where toe mtamows wfl 
congregate fir some prot ec tion from the 
p red at or s . 1 have had same eseeflml spliHncttog 
at Port Renfrew off the brash to toe surf or off 
the two river spits. A large Lea Tho m pso n Is 
always my beat bet; it handle* easily and is 
tantalizing to the flab. Taylor Beac h at Metchosla 
la productive at times. 

One of the favorite spots ekne to Victoria Is 
at Saanichloit Spit. Although not ensily accessible 
through misunderstanding betwee n local fisher¬ 
men and the Indians who reside there en the 
r ese rve, it can be r e ached bp walking ig> from 
Island View Beach or by boat. The p roperty at 
the end of SmhMon Spit has actually been put 
aside by the provinci a l government as a park 
area but by same graos o v er sig ht toey neglected 
to provide a c c es s to It thro u gh toe Ta-T*-Yrt 
Indian Reservation or could not persuade toe 
residents to g r a ce an easement, la either case, 
aeeess by beach or boat is toe only way. 

Here at the end of tie spit a dropping tide 
rushes toe water past fully ss fast as a good sized 
river would run. big bock-eddies form an the open 
aide and candleftoh minnows gather here. This Is 
srhere the coho and springs feed. I always carry 
a jig with perhaps eight or 10 treble hooks cei It 
and a weight at the bottom In order to obtain 
these candlefish. There are times however, when 
these minnow will burrow Into the gravel and are 
left high and dry when (be water recedes; then 
they can be just kicked out of the sand and 
picked up. They provide an excellent bait. They 
are long, very silvery and firm and will stay oa 
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the hook Mr many casts. Simply cast them ouf 
into toe running fide on a single long shanked 
bosk with very Ittte or no weight and allow your 
Mne to wash Into the back eddies. If bait is not 
avmitobie use to* eandlefish lure. McKnight spoon 
ar Tam Mack, they are aB a good bet here. 

Whoever storied bocktailing in local waters, 
ead I have yet to trace that person down, should 
receive • merit badge. This way of fishing, with 
the hairy lure, ia to me THE way of fishing coho. 
IhiektoH Dies adf tied, or by local experts, from 
two to tlx inches k» length are used and vary in 
osdnr from the gaudy to conservative colors.

Matthias Hemmingsen teas born 
in northern Wisconsin in July, 
1876, from tchere he came to 
British Columbia in 1906. From 
earliest days he has been known 
as Matt , which contraction is the 
name by which he was always 
known to those speaking of, or to 
him. 

Matt's father was of Norwegian 
birth ami a ciril engineer by pro¬ 
fession. On his arrival in Wiscon¬ 
sin he took up farming and there 
Matt sfpent his first 16 years doing 
the normal chores of a farm boy. 
When school was in session he re¬ 
ceived that degree of education 
available in those lime*.

upon to take charge. He went to that lake in 1912 
and soon had things going as he wished. 

Fore and aft skid roads built of logs were in 
general use at that time. On long distances Mat* 
at times would have as many as five donkeys 
strung out along the road to keep the logs moving 
to the lake. 

In 1913 Matt left the V.L. and M. Co. for 
personal reasons, but soon accepted a position 
with the Empire Lumber Company as logging 
superintendent with headquarters at Cottonwood. 
In 1914 he was offered a contract to log the 
Cowichan Lake timber of the V.L. and M. Co. 
Even with the use ot their rigging, the price was 
low. but conditions being what they were, Matt 
toolj the contract. As lumber prices improved the 
contract price was raised so it was not too long 
before he returned the firm rigging and bought 
his own. Before the contract was finished Matt 
had logged into the lake more than 400 million 
board feet of logs. * 

In 1923 the sawmill at Chemainus burned, 
after which E. 3. Palmer was semi-retired and 
the vice presidency and general managership 
were taken over by John A. Humblrd, grandson 
and namesake of J. A. Humblrd. Construction of 
what was to be the largest sawmill on the coast 
at that time, soon got under way. The same year 
E. J. Palmer suffered a fatal stroke. 

Destruction of the mlU gave Matt some 
leisure time which wasn't wasted. His logging 
outfit was in use until the depression of 1930 left 
no chance for a logger so he went mining for 
about five years. 

In 1936 he looked into a proposition at Port 
Renfrew and liked what he saw, well enough to 
Interest J. O. Cameron of the Cameron Lumber 
Company of Victoria. That resulted in the 
formation of the Hemmingsen Cameron Company, 
with object to log at Port Renfrew, and brought 
together three men who had been friends of long 
Standing, Matt Hemmingsen, J, O. Cameron and 
D. O. Cameron. 

Previous operators at Port Renfrew had built 
a railroad, bridged the San Juan River and had 
taken out the cream of the timber. Through 
disuse for a number of years, the railroad had to 
be renewed from end to end with bridges, 
culverts and ties having to be replaced. Several 
miles of new track had to he built with all the 
costly rock work that entailed. 

It became a struggle for survival, but Matt 
brought it to a successful conclusion and the 
whole outfit was sold to a large eastern 
corporation in 1946. 

Thus Matt Hemmingsen was able to retire at 
.the age of 70, after experiencing almost all types 
of logging. That includes working behind bull 
teams and horses during his early years. He was 
no stranger to the use of ice roads upon which 
logs were hauled to mill or river: he was a cant- 
hook man who helped to deck logs, a riverman 
with peavy who took second place to no one. a 
pioneer in the use of steam donkeys, railroads, 
and high lead logging.* 

Most of Matt's contemporaries have passed 
on. but he lives in Victoria in retirement. Al 90 
years of age in July, he has complete use of all 
his faculties and likes to reminisce about Jogging 
in the early days. He is fortunateiy*able to keep 
up to date on latest developments as two of his 
three sons have inherited their father’s absorption 
in the primary industry of British Columbia. 


Later on Hemmingsen. senior, contracted to 
build roads, at which job Matt had to help. The 
hours of work were from daylight to dark and of 
such nature that it necessitated a rugged 
constitution to stand up to It. Afer two winters of 
that work Matt toi>k his first job in the woods 
that started him on a career that lasted for more 
than half a century. 

Work before winter really set in was used In 
Construction of sleigh roads over the designated 
cutting area During that period, togs were cut 
into lengths of 12 to 14 feet and were pulled to the 
skidways by horses. From there they were hauled 
to the river bank by sleigh after snow and Ice had 
laid the necessary foundation. 

At the riverbank log* were rolled up (piled) 
Into massive decks, sometime* 30 feet high and 
100 feet long, by a team of two cant-hook men and 
horses. Matt was a cant-hook man on that work 
for three winters 1894, 1895 and 1896 and M was a 
test of human endurance. The pay was $16 a 
month and board with the day starting with 
breakfast at 3:45 a.m. and supper kwg after dark. 

By the spring of 1900 Matt decided to seek 
something different. He went to the headwater* ot 
the Clearwater River where be obtained 
employment with a crew which wa* clearing log* 
■tranded on sand bars. By riding a log down the 
river through the white water of Hell'* Rapkls, 
Instead of walking. Matt established a reputation 
a* a skilled riverman. 

In die spring of 1902 he was offered the job of 
running a crew on the river by the Humbird 
logging and lumbering interests, which ha took. 
His record there was *uch that he was later 
transferred to the largest operation of the 
company where his work attracted the notice of 
J. A. Humbird, affectionately known as The Old 
Man. That was the beginning of a Humbird- 
Hemmingsen bond of friendship that lasted over 
three generations. «, 

Hip Humbird firm, in addition to Wisconsin 
and Idaho interests, had acquired vast timber 
stands in British Columbia, with a mill site at 
Chemainus. Matt was sent to Ihe West Coast in 
1906 to be .superintendent of their logging 
operations on Vancouver Island. The Humblrd 
firm was known as Victoria Lumbering and 
Manufacturing Company, with E. J. Palmer a* 
manager. 

During the period 1906 to 1912 the V.L. a*id M. 
Co operated principally a railroad show with the 
line engineered through /» designated stand of 
timber. Cross skidroads were run out to yarding 
settings and logs were pulled into the landing by 
s donkey at the loading point on the railroad. 
Difficulty of getting logs up on skids at the track 
was solved by jump-up skids which were designed 
and placed by M«tt on the spot. Another improve¬ 
ment inaugurated, by him was to start laying spur 
tracks into tfie yarding areas instead of the skid 
roads. That resulted in a material saving owing 
to the elimination of one handling of logs. 

At one time swampy ground near the landing 
overcame every effort to bring logs in. A large 
bemlock tree in the right place caught Matt’s 
attention "Put some guy lines on that hemlock,” 
he said to the foreman. "Get a block hung up 
there as high as possible and I think our trouble 
will be over With the line through the block we

should have lift on the log which will bring it 
across.” 

At that time nothing was known of belt, 
safety rope or climbing spurs. The way that first 
tree was rigged, toe man doing it took enough 
■pikes, with a hammer, and ditove them one after 
the other until he was as high as he could go 
without topping the tree. The block was hung, line 
passed through it and the logs were easily 
brought In. That firit high lead tree was so 
successful Jhat high lead logging was rapidly 
adopted by the whole logging industry. 

By 1911 practically all loggers were using the 
high lead system. At that time Matt began using 
donkeys such a* the 11x13 WHliamette and 10x12 
Washington. The V.L.M. Co. had commenced 
logging at Cowichan Lake where Matt was called

from using the spinner altogether and use the fly 
only. Last year my Oshing partner. Paul Joncas. 
tied, on a bronze Metric Spinner (which has 
weights attached) added a thoroughly disreput¬ 
able looking buck tail and used it with deadly 
effect so every man to his own preference a* 
long as it produces. 

On a calm day the bulktail can be used 75 to 
150 feet behind the boat without weight, but when 
there is a chop a small one or two-ounce weight 
should be added in order to keep the fly from 
surfacing. It should be at least 25 feet away from 
the fly. Speed is another unproven denomination 
—some troll fast, others say no, it should be 
fairly slow. Some say work the rod by drawing it 
up and dropping it back, a few of the better 
producing fishermen at Cowichan Bay like Bill 
Burrows, Al Price, Dick James, to mention a few, 
hardly ever touch their rods. They prefer to leave 
them In the rod holder. Bill Burrows pulled the 
incredible feat of boating two 18-pound diamond 
button fish in Cowichan Bay two years ago and he 
never works the fly at any time. So again — your 
choice. 

The Peetz slide weight Is probably the most 
popular in use when bucktailing. They are easily 
attached and can be taken off quiekly when the 
fish is brought ck*e to the boat. Whenever 
possible detach the weight; it make* it, much 
easier and safer to land the fish. At times when 
the coho ceaae to jump on "show” it is often a 
wise move to attach a four or six-ounce weight 
and go deep after them. I boated a 15-pound gold 
button coho, wltt) four ounces wheb there wasn't 
fish anywhere to be seen. At any ratq, its worth a 
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In June, if all goes well , the 
Confederation Garden Court at the 
earner of Menades and Belleville 
will be formally opened .

Saull himself doesn't bear much resemblance 
to the popular conception of an artist. He is a 
solidly built, muscular man. with a friendly 
manner and a straightforward, unteroperameotal 
approach to his art. with all phases of which he 
Is thoroughly familiar. 

He is London bom, of a mother who did 
beautiful embroidery and a father who was a 
specialized mechanic, so that their son thinks he 
has combined, fn his career, a little of both. He 
was brought to Canada as a baby, and, one of 
five boys, was die only one who didn't follow his 
father's trade. True, the older man suggested 
that young James should become a botjer-maker, 
but ftip boy objected firmly to the appalling 
noise? Indeed, his only interest here was the fact 
that the boiler machinery snipped from the metal 
tiny heavy discs which the wretched child found 
fo be splendid ammunition for his sHng-shot! 

For some years he wasn't wholly certain 
what he wanted to do with his life. He Worked In 
a factory. He took a night course in Mationary 
engineering. The depression years crawled 
onward, and he simply accepted what occupation 
he could find. It was a position with a firm which 


carry him out to the airport. So now his initial 
view at the Island wae the park and the scenic 
drive out to Sidney. He was entranced. 

Before leaving the east he had met Idas 
Dorotiiy Bakioek, who aim had been studying art. 
They were engaged. He wrote enthusiastically at 
Victoria, with the result that. Dorothy, after ■ 
family visit in Saskatchewan. came on to join 
him. She too had temporarily given up her art 
work because of the war, had taken a course of 
instruction on munitions inspection, and duly went 
to work at VMD. The two were married shortly 
afterwards. 

When the war was over, and James had left 
the air force, the Saulte combined their talents 
and essayed a business In novelties. They took 
orders for book ends, firedogs. etc., and lie made 
connections with a firm which operated ■ 
foundry, for the production of these things. 
However, they had about decided that this wasn’t 
going to get them very far, when something 
happened which changed the picture entirely and 
resulted in wh«t, so far, is perhaps the sculptor'* 
outstanding work of art. 

The rmirdcipahty of Oak Boy decided that It 
wr>n*ed a war memorial. 

At once Saull went after the commission. He 
was shown three possible sites, one of them, of 
course, the rocky outcrop facing the see where 
now stands his lovely compassionate figure of the 
woman bent over the names of Oak Bay s fallen. 
He me tie a «maB scale moekup of the rock, 
designed his figure and its background of tablets, 
model, and offered 


made cracker-jack and chewing-gum, which 
actually started him on the right road. One of the 
company's products was for children — so 
extraordinary novelty, a set of falae teeth made 
Iran sugared wax! These sold like mad. 
youngsters adored them. They clowned with the 
teeth, and then munched them up! But James 
Saull took the wax and uaed if for has first 
modelling. 

The next step was toe use of plashcene. He 
got a Job as orderly in Queen Alexandra 
Sanatorium in Ontario, and found that he had a 
good deal at spare time during which he must sit 
and wait, on caD. He began to do some carving, 
and to study. Soon his work attracted the notice 
of one of the hospital's patients, an art teacher, 
who saw at once that the orderly had genuine 
talent, and encouraged him to develop H. The boy 
saved Ids money and managed, a course at the 
Ontario Cbflege at Art, where he spent a year 
with Emmanuel Hahn, the sculptor responsible 
for the bas-relief designs on Canada’s silver coin*. 
At the end of this period, because of the quality 
of his work and his extra-curricula studies, he 
was given the rating of a full additional year. 

The above course completed, he went to work 
as salesman for a firm which made heating 
equipment, and was soon earning a respectable 
income. Now, for a while, his art came ^ d In 
his scheme of things, although he kept It uu us a 
hobby, and steadily improved. He Joined the air 
force early In 1942,. and was promptly set to 
testing and calibrating the thousand and one 
Instruments which surround the pilot in his 
cockpit. 

He was full of Ideas. He modelled and cast in 
light metal all sorts of decorative oddments, and 
then began to make plaques embodying the 
iasigne of die various squadrons. These delighted 
the men, who bought them by the dozen and sent 
them home as souvenirs. Later on. at another 
station, he had a further inspiration. He did 
portraits of toe boys themselves, complete fn 
flying gear. 

"But I fudged on tihts,” he confessed, and, 
chuckling, revealed his low tactics. He designed a 
casting in which the helmet, a scarf round the 
throat, and a heavy flying jacket hid individual 
differences In the shapes of head, neck, and 
shoulders . . . and he fixed it so that all he had to 
do was remove the face each time, a profile, and 
insert a fresh one for each customer! These, too, 
were a Mg success. 

Eventually he was pasted to Patricia Bay He 
came west — and saw the ocean for the Mrs! 
time. Landing by boat at the CPR dock, he was 
met by an officer who told him to climb aboard a 
truck which was taking the Air Force band to 
play in Beacon HH1 Park, and which whouid later 
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using his wife occasionally 
it to Otik Bay. 

He w:*s thrilled when it was accepted, and 
was happy about the whole commission. "They 
were awfullv rood to me over that,” be says. 

From tills point his -work branched out. He 
became interested in lettering, and did bronze 
tablets and the occasional sculpturing for the 
cemeteries. He went on to a study of heraldry* 
and began to execute crests aqd coats of arms. 
The large device on the wall of Government 
House, facing Fairfield Road and the sea, is hi* 
work, as are the memorial tablet to William Mao- 
pherson In the lobby of the theatre, and the letter¬ 
ing cm the fountain In the square. He designed a 
presentation plate, to a light metal resembling 
pewter, bearing the city’s crest, one of which wa* 
given to the Queen Mother on her last visit herOi 
He calls tMs the "Queen's Dish." 

ApropOT of the study of heraldry. Dorothy ha* 
contributed much research and score* of 
sketches. As a matter of personal interest, 
beoause her pct*>le eame from the old country, 
she bunted up her maiden name and discovered

Hesitantly I asked: 

"Who are you. exactly?" • JV 

Padre Mojica laughed. 

"I’ve not been asked that question for a Ion? 
time, but it’s a good one." 

Again and I thought of his sermon qn humility 
that thom.ng 

"Im a friar," he said. “Just that - a Fran¬ 
ciscan friar. I used to be a singer and an actor, 
and had the honor of knowing some of the great¬ 
est men in the profession." 

There was a time when Jose Mojica was a 
bfg name with 20th Centurv-Fox He made a total 
at 20 movies for that company and several for 
Mexican and Spanish companies 

In addition. I was to learn, he hid oher been

This was not information that*came from ihe 
friar easily. It was not volunteered He made sure 
I asked the questions, and then he answered them 
without elaboration—a technique emcloved hv few 
men or women who have ever basked in the glow 
of bright lights.

Most times they call him just plain Padr* 
Mojica 

I’d heard about him when I arrived in fcnvn. 
I'd heard that there was this Franciscan monk 
who hailed from San Miguel, but did most of his 
wort m a Peruvian mission, and I’d heard that he 
sang like a bird. 

Someone toVt me he’d returned home and was 
giving a concert that night, with proceeds to aid 
the local orphanage. I was asked if I’d like to go 
■tong, amt I declined because I wasn't nearly so 
Interested in Padre Mojica as I was in a fiesta 
being held in the university hall. 

Someone else told me he would be preaching 
the sermon at Thass on the following morning, 
and again I was asked if I*d like to go. ^ 

"No thanks." I said, but wound up going 
■nyway because I had nothing else to do and felt 
*omr*hat obligated to the person who had asked 
me. 

Padre Mojica spoke to his congregation at 
humility He seemed to me, in his green and 
white robes, like some giant Pied Piper, his voice 
playing a mellow and humble melody as be 
ooerccd his followers to dance his tune. 

1 warmed to the fellow ri(dit away, but wHU I 
knew nothing about him. It was only after the 
■eevic*-. when everyone attending had been 
Invited into the rectory to have ooffee and cake* 
with him. that I was tempted to enquire further 
about him. 

I learned from someone siding next to me 
that the friar had once been a highly-paid opera 
ringer, but bed given up the stage in favor of 
becoming a priest. 

Finally I turned to the padre himself, 
explained that I was a journalist and that I'd be 
most interested in hearing his story — if he didn't 
mind sharing it. 

“Of course I don't mind sharing it!" laughed 
the friar. “I've shared my story with half the 
world, and I really don't mind sharing it with you 
If you want to hear it." 

He invited me to his house later In the day.

The taxi driver didn't know the house, and 

dropped me at the wrong gate — but I was 
quickly able to find the friar's house by asking a 
few passers by. 

Houses ia Mexico, after the more common 
Spanish style, are built to incorporate the 
grounds, and usually stand behind tall, drab 
walls. From the street these walls are all a 
person can see, and houses don't reaMy look like 
houses at all.

It also explains the fascination^ 
for stories of lost gold mines.

It must have been just such on 
ore soecimen that Dave McDougal 
picked up but unfortunately, be¬ 
fore he could trace it to the parent 
body , a .44 slug from cousin ATs 
Winchester halted his mining ca¬ 


reer. 


It ha opened across the lake from Kelowna, 
bark in March. 1912. after the McDougal clan had 
finished a hard day's night sampling a few Jars of 
mountain dew. Finally, by the light of the moon a 
quarrel arose and the handsome, swaggering 
Albert killed his cousin. His father. Did Ed, and 
21*year-o'd brother. Dan, hustled A1 from the 
scene, while 14-year-old brother Joe cached the 
rifle and the empty shells. A few hours later 
Provincial Constable Toorti arrived, found the 
rifle and shells, took a few statements, then took 
Al. 

It was while chHled survivors from the ice- 
8‘rickeo Titanic awaited rescue on the broad 
Atlantic that Al McDougal also awaited rescue 
(at the hands of his defence counsel, Stuart 
Henderson! in a Vernon courtroom. The jury, 
however, gave a thumbs-down signal and Al was 
slated to hang. At Kamloops on Aug. 9 Came a 
last-minute reprieve, so Al went down Jo the 
riverside resort at New Westminster to do a life 
sentence. 

Not long after the penitentiary gate slammed 
behind him he picked up discreet acquaintance 
wi'h a fellow prisoner who happened to know his 
Okanagan stamping ground. This was "Shorty" 
Dunn, partner of Bill Miner and Lewis Colquhoun 
in a famous CPR train holdup outside Kamloops. 
From which you can figure lhat Shorty was then 
on the sixth year of a life sentence. 

Strange as 4t may seem. though Shorty was 
tempted to swap shots with the police posse (and 
got a bullet in the knee for his paihs) he was no 
common or garden crook. In fact, for a one-time 
cow no''e and packer, he was well read, and 
gome thing of a philosopher and poet to boot. 

It was for this reason that those who knew 
him in the Similkameen country (and there are 
still a few around) never could figure how he got 
conned into a train robbery. An even greater 
surprise was the news thad the brains behind the 
caper was kindly old Aspen Grove cattleman, 
George Edwards. Biggest shock of all camp -when 
good old George was discovered to be none other 
than good old Bill Miner who, for 50 years, had 
been in and out of U.S. jails for robbing stage 
coaches.

told me. that he and his- wife took many a hunting 
and fishing trip in the Kettle River country. 

It was on an evening, soon idler the First 
World War, when the couide had made camp on 
the 4,000-foot-high plateau near McCulloch on the 
Kettle Valley Railway, that his wife suddenly 
remarked: "We’ve got company.'' She had 
glimpsed the nearby twinkle of another fire. 
Later, the lone camper, a short and stocky 
individual, snub-nosed and twinkle-eyed, came 
over to introduce himself as John Grell. As he sat 
beside the Crawford's fire he spoke of the 
McDougals (whom Alex Crawford knewi and 
finally mentioned McDnugal's rich prospect. 
Which in turn led to the surprising confidence 
that he was none other than Shorty Dunn. 

I mentioned how then' were still a few 
around who know Shorly, and one in particular is 
George Winkler, now the 91 -year-old dean of 
E.C.'s mining fraternity. George was a friend of 
Shorty for nigh on 30 years, 

So from the Crawford's I went over to 
George's Government Street office where he still 
keeps In touch, in morning hours, wiih the mining 
news. George, by the way. knows The Similku- 
meen and the Kootenays like the hack of his 
hand. 

He too had heard of the McDougal ‘‘lost 
mine” and knew of the Crawford*- His pye 
immediately kindled with recollection?is he said: 

, “I remember once when ! was prosj>eeting 
between the wesf Kettle and the Okanagan Iaike. 
It was just south of the dam at_lhc head of 
Penticton Creek, that I climlied up about 7,000 
feet on Oid Greylwck. There was a little lake 
there, as I remember, and the remains of a 
camp. Nearby was the skull of a grizzly and a 
note Crawford had left. It was i>encil]ed on a 
piece of fresh cut jackpine. 

"When would that be 1 ?” I remarked. 

He thought for a minute. "Oh. aliout 1904," 
he said. 

"Must have been young Alex who left it.” I 
suggested, "probably when he was out hunting.” 
Then I surprised George by telling him that 
"young Alex” was now 83 and living right here in 

town. 

“You know." said George, “I can remember 
calling at the Crawfords They were ai>out eight 
or 10 miles out of Kelowna on th<- Penticton. I 
remember Mrs. Crawford telling me the boys 
weren't home.” 

"Do you remember if Shorty ever went 
looking for the McDougal lode?” 

“Well, as I remember it," said George, “when 
he first came out of prison. Jack Hanna got him 
a job building the tramway for the Blakelxim 
min<j on Granite Creek just outside Princeton.” 

"After that,” he went on. "he did some 
trapping and prospecting. He used to send me in 
the occasional sample. I figured lv better know 
something about minerals so I staked him to a 
short, six weeks course at UBC — cost me S120. 
Professor J. M. Turnbull was the chief 
instructor. ” George got up and rummaged 
Ihrough his desk and produced a picture of the 
faculty. I turned it over and read: "Short Term 
Class. Geology and Mineralogy — 1917. 

“That was the first class.” said George, 
“Shorty was in the second one.” He reached in 
his pocket and produced a recent letter from 
Prof. Turnbull, who at 89. is living in Vancouve#. 
The letter gave the news that Jack Hanna had 
gone into hospital.

It was mainly due to Shorty's unblemished 
past, plus the efforts of his many friends that he 
achieved parole In 1918. As he left the pen (with 
$15.20 in his pocket) perhaps, among other things 
in his mind, was the thought of McDougal’s "lost 
mine.” Which is how he bumped into Alex 
Crawford. 


For that part of the story you have to come 
out with me to 56 Dumaresq on the north end of 
town and meet Glasgow-born, 83-year-o!d 
Alexander Aitken Crawford who stays with his 
son Sgt. R. A. M. (Bob) Crawford of the RCMP 
and daughter-in-law. Margaret. Bob, an RAF vet 
of 1939-1945, was bom in Penticton, his wife at 
Kamloops. 


Crawford Sr. told me he had come to B.C. 80 
years ago because his father was arranging the 
railway shops on Burrard Inlet when the line was 
extended from Port Moody. Later the family 
came to Victoria, and at the turn of the century 
moved'to Kelowna. Alex is the survivor of five 
brolhers. 


From fading pictures In an old album he. gave 
me glimpses of early days in the Okanaganr. his 
father’s saw mill, and the pack train he took in 
the hills with big game parties. Married in 
Calgary in 1916, it was before Bob was born, he

survivors, finding further exertion useless, 
reluctantly abandoned him to his fate. . . 

It was a painful decision, but unavoidable. 
Exhausted by their futile attempt* at rescue, blue 
from the excruciating cold, the three men 
watched the final, sail act of Maloney's personal 
tragedy. When the poor skipper realized they 
could do nothing more for Mm. his submerged 
legs now paralyzed, he cried: "Boys, don't forget 
my wife and children — oh. my poor wife!" 

He reprated this several times. Then, almost 
imperceptibly, he squared hu shoulders, thrust 
out hi* paw and released his hold on the chains. 
To have been so close to safety , . Arms 
outspread, only hi* bead above water. Maloney 
slowly drifted astern, occasionally raising his 
eyes to "gaze wistfully and sadly towards the

"When he had floated about half a length 
a*tern, he raised hi* head, ae with « last effort 
. . . called out feebly; 'Boys, don’t! forget my 
pqpr wife and children — toned his arms shove 
his head, and with a gurgling cry, sank beneath 
the waves.” 

H-ixiled by Maloney’s entreaties, the sur¬ 
vivor* now remembered passenger Carter. For 14 
minutes they watched him riding (he wave* with 
fender and skylight still tucked under each arm. 
Finally, he vanished in the distance, neve*' to bo 
seen again.

The derelict drifted with wind and tide. Its 
three reluctant passengers ”ex|x»cxl to the 
pitiless petting of ®*e snow storms which have 
prevailed ftx several day* peat, without a morsel 
of food, suffering greatly, the sos occasionally 
making a clean breach over them. . .

On the west coast of Vancouver Island is Wickaninnish Bay, or as we know it. Long 
Beach, with 12 miles of sand and surf. It fe situated along the 25-mile-wide peninsula with 
the villages of Tofino and Ucluelet at the extreme points. Many know of its existence and 
more are going to every year. Soon it will be one of the outstanding tourist attractions on 
Vancouver Island, if not British Columbia or even Canada. Negotiations are now underway 
between provincial and federal governments for establishment of a national ocean park there. 


reached Tofino, looked over the village, #** 1 , 
tired and hot. decided it was time lo find a place 
lor the nigh! ao back we went, the way we had 
come, watching for sign* We passed several with 
the added statement: “No Vacancy,” toen we 
came to the turnoff to Wickaninnish Inn. We 
hadn't intended anything quite so elegant, but 
time was passing and the folder was enticing. 

There were two vacancies when we arrived 
and without hesitation we took one With an hour 
to spare before dinner, we freshened up and 
wandered about, exploring- 

Outside the Inn is rustic and wild, suitable to 
It* surroundings of rocks and boulders, drifted 
logs and tall trees. 

There are patios and balconies. Inside It 
becomes, an up-to-date hotel with wall-to-wall 
carpet, electric hearing, beautiful furniture, and 
all with ocean view. But inside too there are 
touches of the wild beauty which is so valued: 
small pieces of dried driftwood threaded and 
hanging like beads from the ceiling, a tree trunk 
coming through the floor In the hall and traveling * 
ujHvard with the staircase. In toe dining room are 
wicker woven chairs and rustic tables, and 
windows al both sides 90 there is always a view 
of the ocean. There is a comfortable lounge and 
bar. back 0 / which hangs a mural carved In cedar 
by Arthur Hardy, and concerning the legend of 
Wickaninnish. This is a tale of one of our moat 
-advanced Indian cultures — that of the Nootka. 

Wickaninnish. tor whom the bay, the inn and 
toe island to the north were named was chief of 
toe Kinakomeaaht. He was related to the 
Clayoquot tribe and at tones lived just north on 
Echachia Island. He was visited there in June. 
1788 by Captain John Meares, 10 years after 
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This summer my husband and 
I , with a few days to ourselves while 
the younger boy was at the Scout 
Jamboree in Penticton, drove up 
the Island with intentions of see¬ 
ing some of the out-of-the-way 
places with'Which we were unfamil¬ 
iar. One of these was Long Beach. 

We left Nanaimo in the fore¬ 
noon and had an early lunch in 
Port Alberni upon the advice of a 
gas station proprietor. We were 
told it was 58 miles from there and 
that we would hit gravel soon after 
leaving Sproat Lake. We were as¬ 
sured however that at the other 
end, road construction was going 
on and there was considerable dis¬ 
tance of good black top. 


dost and discomfort. It took us 40 minutes to 
make 10 miles hi our 1*53 means of- transporta¬ 
tion while others with sturdier and l**rr model 
ears or devil-may-care attitudes whined by, 
choking us with ttwlr dust Each time we wound 
up our windows quickly, then put them down 
again for it was a hot day.

They seemed very small and ao far 
diwant! Then aw started down, at first cautious 
and slow but as we became accustomed to the 
rough road we picked up speed, making the 45 
mites of gravel in the three boon we had been 
i n for m ed waa the a s m age . When-we reached the 
black top the travelling was easy and we sailed 
•long, o bM L r vtiu the many species of trees and 
wild berries and chuckled at a sign to front of a 
large haU: “House for ■ale!” 

It waa mid-afternoon and we drove past the 
turnoffs to cabins and motels, past the provincial 
park and headed toward Torino. Every now and 
then we caught U glimpse of toe bescb and 
longed to atop and have a look at the same time 
bating to bring the pleasant drive to an rod.

Vancouver Island's Long Beach 
Playground of the Future 
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On the way bade there were several lenplt^Sf 
steps for construction machinery and we waited 
patiently, looking forward to the day when the 
traveling will be easier. At one time a huge 
digger bit savagely into the side of the road for 
immense stumps and roots, pulling them out 
completely and •tossing them down the hank, 
taking pari of the road with them. Another time a 
driller made holes in the side of a mountain for 
blasting, the machine doing the work while the 
men on duty leased against the opposite side n t 
the road reading pocket magazines. 

“That’s not the way it was done in mi day," 
remarked my husband. 

It is a beautiful trip and I want to go again. 
As a beach it is said to surpass anything in 
Europe, and in size to overwhelm Waikiki or 
Acapulco. For nature in the raw only some of the 
beaches in Australia can compare. There are 
and relaxation. Everyone .should see tV beach 
trails and coves to be explored, fishing, surfing 
and sand and hear the surf pounding on the shore 
and view the beautiful Pacific Ocean from ihe 
wonder of Vancouver Island, Long Beach. 


Captain James Cook made his landing on 
Canada ■ West Coast. The carved woodwork 
mural is the story of that meeting. 

Wickankmish is seated tn the centre of the 
mural rubbing his stomach because he had juat 
taken part in a great feast in celebration of the 
visit of Meares. On his head is the spr^ge-roe* 
whaler's hat, decorated with the design of the 
whale hunt and the only design the Nootka would 
permit. Carved on Ihe girdle around his waist la 
the fopr. of Haieflik, the Lightning Snake. 

On either side of him and on top of two 
treasure chests lie the famous copper kettles 
which Wlckaninnish received from Meares in 
payment for 50 sea ofter skins. Two guards *tand 
by equipped with slave-killers to protect thro* 
Valuable copper kettles. 

On either side of the guards are the 'kina 
which are carved so as to show the spinal column 
of the animal. This style of realism is that of the 
Nootka. 

On the extreme left Means is seen beta* 
rowed to hss ship; the ground swell and Kte 
surface breakers carved in true Noogka stylo. 
Underneath the sea lies Wisgo, the half-waif, 
half-killer whale. 

On the right a Nootka Is catching the sal mm 
which are shown below the cooper kettles and 
which were eaten at the feast. Under the 
fisherman these is another sea monster, Noo. the 
dreaded octopus or giant squid; and nearby 
stands the cedar tree, the source of the N'ootlnfc's 
canoes, his lodges and his cedar bark capes. 

Above the whole scene, on either side, are 
OpulszthI, the Sun. and Qnul&zthl. the Moon, 
Shining tiown through the clouds. 

Over Wickaidnmsh are carvings done In the 
realistic Nootka style, of Scana, the Killer Whale, 
and Tootooch, the Tin aider bird. 

It is imderstood that Wkkonlnnish traded 
(2.500 worth of sea otter skins for the two copper 
kettles and it ia easy to see why the name of 
Goyoquot means "people who are different thaa 
What they used to he." 

After dinner we went otMdoors, down some 
rocky steps and onto the wide sandy beach tor 
which this part of Vancouver Island Is famous. 
The sand was hard packed, and the drift logs 
were piled high and inviting where picnickers and 
tenters were enjoying th^naelves. Children 
played in the water anil surfers rode the rollers, 
balancing themselves on rhesr surf hoards. 

Instead of city noises that night we were 
lulled to sleep by the sound of the surf constantly 
pounding the shore. A thunderstorm wakened me 
once, with loud crashes and flashes of lightning: 
and torrents of rain, but the following morning 
one would never have known except for tha 
dampness of the balcony adjoining dur room 

It was overcast for a few hours, but we took 
pictures anyway: then drove along the sand as we 
had seen other cars do. We took a look at Wreck 
Bay which Rot its name because of the ship* 
Which foundered on the rocks offshore. We we ra 
assured, however, that, there have been no wreck* 
for a long time. *• 

I would have liked to remain at L/xig B eac h 
for several days, long enough to do some 
beachcombing, exploring, clam digging or to 


catch a crab or two; perhaps even be there when 
the Inn had one of iu famous salmon barbecues. 

Wickaninni&h Inn is a dream come true for 
manager and co-owner Robin Fells. A former 
radio executive, he drat saw Ubtig Beach in 1959 
when the logging road was opened for public use. 

He went about obtaining financial backing, 
procuring the land and finally buying the Inn. 
His partner is Jeff Oawtord, i Vnnrouver 
restaurant owner. Wickaninnish Inn is now the 
outstanding resort of the district. There are 22 
rooms, most with bath and some with balconies. 
It stays open all year though the dining room and 
bar are dosed during the winter and only 
breakfast is provided. During the summer three 
meals are included with the daily rate. The rough 
road that must be covered to reach the Inn, 
unless one goes by boat or sir, doesn’t seem to 
have l e a f lit Ms popularvy and a large additicn 
Is pleased ao that when the road is completed, in 
about three years, there will be accommodation

These three novels by 
women authors, one a 
comparative beginner, 
another a master and the 
third a past-master, pre¬ 
sent an interesting con¬ 
trast in styles. 

First the master. Storm Jameson, 
in TV Early IJle nf ttaphea Hind, 

has blossomed—if that Is the correct 
word for such ■ brilliant established 
writer—into a novelist of extra¬ 
ordinary perception. 

Always a master of prose and 
story-telling, she manages In this 
book an even deeper understanding 
of the human animal than ahe lias 
before. The whole person is shown 
and this extends—the mark of the 
great novelist—even lo the titost 
minor character. 

Stephen Hind lusts for power and 
shamelessly uses others' weaknesses 
to claw his way from the leptbs to 
the fourth rung of the ladder of 
success. An absolute nobody—flit 
father was a valet and his motlier, 
in turn, a .domestic servant, a 
prostitute and a medium—this plaus¬ 
ible scoundrel worms Ills way to and 
out at drawing rooms and boudoirs, 
mercilessly using young and old as 
Stepping stones to material success. 

Hind's first break Is a Job as 
•ecretary to a (ambus retired 
statesman who is writing his me¬ 
moirs. He travels with the old man 
to a spa where he meets a 
publisher's wife whom he allows to 
•educe him. 

This liaison leads directly to a job 
In the publishing company and, 
more imjwrtandy, the entree to the 
world of elegance, tradition, wealth 
and power. There follows a calcu¬ 
lated. loveless marriage to a 
wealthy heiress, made pregnant by 
another man, and so on. To continue 
would disclose the plot.- 
Woven around the memoirs, the 
story is a good one, but -the 
characterization 1s what lifts Ibis 
book into a higher category. One 
knows that the author has met her 
people and analyzed them with 
rare understanding. 

Her elderly characters in particu¬ 
lar, in their pathetic decaying 
physical shells, are Inwardly young, 
feeding on bittersweet memories, 
atiti consumed with spite, ardor, 
pride and longing that refuses to die. 

Rarely have elderly characters in 
a novel been so wed drawn—and 
quartered. 

The people Involved move against 
a background of an England that 


the . world they live In. Mrs. 
O'Connor falls in both respects. 

She substitutes moralizing and 
philosophizing for craftsmanship. 
She leads up to situations, holds 
inquests on evens but glosses over 
the events themselves. 

Time snd again we are led off at 
tangents only to discover that what 
we have read leads nowhere and 
lends nothing to the story. This 
"padding" becomes infuriating. 

Dialogue la often good but just as 
often It Is put Into the • wrong 
mouths, as when, for example, a 
teen-ager In the middle of an 
unlikely speech quotes Jung—out at 
context. * 

Much at the writing is sloppy 
("She was out of step with her own 
generation to be left alone with 
whom was to feel . ► ", . . there 

was a little smile on his lip which 
threw her into confusion”). 

Some phrases are ludicrous, like 
this one: "It was like an opera. It 
was like going backstage and seeing 
Wotan or Siegfried or Brunhllde in 
their makeup being fussed at by 
stage hands before they crossed the 
footlights.’' 

Stage hands don't fuss and they 
have nothing to do with the artiste. 
Also, crossing the footlights could 
spell disaster! And, anyway, thia 
abusurd analogy is supposed to 
apply to the scene in the pits at a 
racetrack. 

One Is left with the impression 
that the author writes without 
bothering to check any facte and 
that she's never heard of Fowler. 

This is Mary O’Connor's second 
book. If she is ever to make her 
mark she will have to realize that 
pseudo-philosophy, larded with mor¬ 
alizing. the whole wrapped in 
verbiage, is too puny an armory to 
capture and bold attention.

Were I pfresumptious enough to 
offer a course In How Not To Write 
a Novel, The Blae Gssitor, by Mary 
O'Connor could adequately serve as 
a required textbook.

Womea at Work consists of two 
novellas. Content is light, nothing to 
tax the intelligence, but both are 
entertainingly written. 

Of more interest than the work is 
the author. Margaret Kennedy had 
her first book published in 1922 and 
achieved fame with her third effort. 
The Conataat Nymph, published In 
1924, which she later adapted as a 
play. Another of her plays. Escape 
Me Never, became a movie and 
made a world star of Viennese 
actress Elizabeth Bergnar. 

Apart from her plays and numer¬ 
ous short stories, Margaret Kennedy 
has. over the years, produced a 
prodigious output of novels, many of 
which readied the best-seller list. 

It's really a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment. Her legion at admirers will no 
doubt admire Women at Work, but it 
is only fair to point out that 
although the action is bang up-to- 
date, the style is becoming a trifle 
dated. 

Perhaps, dare I say It, it Is time 
this novelist considered resting on 
her laurels.

Bruce Wright was born in Quebec City and is 
now director of the North cant Wildlife Station of the 
W ildlife Management Institute of Washington, D.C. 

His book, Black Duck Spring , is a story about 
wildlife of northeastern Canada and the central figure 
is a larger and stronger than average male black duck, 
that ouce-numerouM species which ntfgrates each year 
between Chesapeake Bay and the marshes of north¬ 
eastern Canada. 

Ho call* upon his wide cxfiericnee 
to toll an interoating and easy to 
understand story of black ducks and 
he uses the black duck s migratory 
travels to tell of rare and little- 
known animals, such a* the wbale- 
kiHing walrus, the newly discovered 
freshwater seals of Ungava, the 
grey seals of the Gulf of St- 
Lawrence, and the white whales that 
Spend their whole lives in this 
almost landlocked ‘•sea " 

He tells the story of the sen bird 
rookeries and the sad end of the 
Labrador duck and the great auk. 

He tolls of the grim slaughter of 
cormorants for ‘‘fun.” which stiU 
goes on today, and he shows huw the 
last sea mink died. 

Mr Wnght uses hia story to toU 
about the deadly danger to waterfoul 
anti seabirds from oil pollution of 
Vir m and from spring muskrat 
trapping inland Finally, he hrings 
leaden op to the present with the 
apenmg of the northern breeding 
ground*, and warns of the grim 
shadow nf pesticide poisons that 
have already spread from toe 
Antarctic to the Polar Sea. 

This isn't always a wire book, but 
It is anr nature k *er» will want to 
read and should re 1 It is s hook 
they will enjoy reading sad its 
warnings must be heeded. It is also 
authentic . . . written from personal 
observations. 

Here is an escerp* which shows 

how hard-hitting this hook is in spots 
and why it must be read: 

"A great blue heron stalked 
majestically about the flats, picking 
up frogs, crayfish, de.id fish and 
salamanders, until it could hold no 
more. Hie shore-feeding raccoons 
were .won glutted with dead fish too, 
as were the scavenger crows and 
gulls; before the summer was over 
the insidious poison that had been 
apiayed over the marsh to kill the 


Cottagers got their mosquito- 
free summer, but life of marsh 
paid a harsh price. 
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mosquitoes Infiltrated almost every 
living thing in the vast community 
of life the raarwh supported. 

"Some would die like mosquitoes, 
but most would live on. sieriBz'ed. or 
producing weak and deformed young 
that might no* live, depending upon 
how modi of the poison they had 
acquired. The cottager* gqt their 
mmquito-frre summer, but the life 
of the marsh had paid a harsh price, 
and the poison would still be there, 
as deadly as ever, when the myriads 
of ducks. geese. and shorebirds, 
arrived to spend the winter." 

Mr. Wright tells his story so k is 
easily understood, unencumbered by 
statistics, but it hits home and so 
particularly should his story about 
pesticides. 

This is not a problem that only 
effects insects and small animals. It 
is a problem that hits everyone. 
Many game birds and animals taken 
today are infected with pesticide- 
poisoning ki excess of that consid¬ 
ered by health officials as safe for 
human conawnpeioa. No one really 
knows what effect this is going to 
have on hum ana in years to come.

INVITATIONS 
TO HIGH PLACES 
IN THE LONG AGO

Mrs. C. W. Dawning of West Vancouver 9 great- 
granddaughter of Sir James Douglas and granddaugh¬ 
ter of Dr. John Sebastian Helmcken, has located in 
an old trunk some quite priceless invitations to high 
places in the long ago . 

The former Dorothy McTavish of Victoria has 
presented them to the Provincial Archives , where they 
have now been listed among the historic treasures of 
British Columbia. 


Mrs. Downing's parents were 
George A. McTavish, prominent 
nurseryman of Saanich and Beacon 
Hill, whose wife was Amy, daughter 
of Dr. and Mrs. Helmcken. the 
/latter being Cecelia, eldest daughter 
of Douglas. 

There is In the collection an 
Invitation to Dr. and Miss Amy 
Helmcken to attend a ball in 
Ottawa, given by the Senators and 
.. members of the House at Common* 
representing British Cblumbia a few 
months after tills Crown Colony 
bec.ime part of Canada. 

•Mrs. J. S. Helmcken had died 
here in 1865 and Amy acted as her 
father's hostess and partner at 
many social event*. 

I found a moat strange account of 
this Ottawa b*H, taken from The 
Mainland Guardian of New West¬ 
minster, and printed in The Colonist, 
without explanation, In May of 1872. 
I can only think The Mainland 
Guardian did not approve of British 
Columbia's entry into the Canadian 
Confederation, and so poked fun at 
the first senators and commons 
members from this province 
Some day the historians might 
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smdke out the reason for the odd 
BccOurit in The Mainland Guardian, 
fa tije meantime we may enjoy M, 
and wonder what M was all about. 

Here it is, in part, under an 
Ottawa dateline : "The British 
Columbia ball at Ottawa — We shall 
cut this 'close,' to borrow from M. 
Twain. 

"Well. Columbia, that distant 
land of Chinook Indians, hard, hofny- 
fisted miners, uncouth lumbermen 
and nomadic civilization — this 
Columbia has stepped to the van in 
the art terpeiclxMwan and made all 
Ottawa pomp, pride and wealth 
stare. 

"We do not mean to intimate that 
It requires much diplomatic skill, 
taot, or ability to get up a dance a 
la mode. Of course not. but we 
never saw a better toute ensemble 
than British Columbians gave or) 
Thursday night. 

"It has no paraHdl In history. For 
tear that this should be misunder¬ 
stood we mean to say that it has not 
been beaten since Ottawa began. 

“The Hon. the Misses Clubbers 
and Snubbers were there. The Most 
Honorable the Misses Blubbers were 
likewise there. Dr. Slammer was 
there, and we recognized him wiifi 
Ms fiery little face and his neat, 
dapper, get-up. 
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MR*. MI M.BAVL was top wife of Anthony Muagrav*. la-I of toe colonial 
governor* of BriUeli Ootombta. She was Jennie Lucinda Field of New 
Yoik, and ahe and Anthony Mangrove were married in*San Francisco in 
1870, and come to Eaqolmalt In HMS Sparrowkawk. It is odd that the 
wife o( the inat colonial governor, and oar first lieutenant governor were 
Americano, Mr*. Tratch having been Jails Hyde of New York. Other 
American-torn First Ladles of British Columbia were Mrs. James Duos 
mulr and Mrs. Edward Gawlor Prior. 


"Alfred Jingle was there In Mr. 
Winkle's clothes and Mr. Tupman 
was there in his own. 

“Everyone who had any preten¬ 
sion to aristocratic greatness and 
littleness was there. 

“About 10 p.m. Baron LIsgar 
(2nd Governor-General of Canada i, 
and Mb lady, accompanied by 
Colonel McNeil, Capt. Ponsonby, 
Mrs Tu reille and Miss Dalton 
presented themselves. About 500 
persons were present at the Rink 
Music Hall. 

"The hosts of the evening were, 
of course, Messrs. Senators Carrall, 
Macdonald and Cornwall, and 
Messrs. Nathan, Thompson. DeCoe- 
mos. Nelson. Wallace and Houghton 
first members of the House of 
Commons from that distant and 
much Ignored [dace called British 
Columbia. 

“These gentlemen were distin¬ 
guished by a plain knot of red ribbon 
fastened to their bottonholes. 

"There were, as may be supposed, 
an endless variety of styles to 
interpret, which would require a 
Parisian milliner, a distinction 
which your correspondent does not 
claim. 

“We won’t say what Mias Clubber 
wore or what Miss Fuss had on. or 
what Miss Dunce did not wear, and 
should have worn, or what Senator 
Flush might have worn but could not 
get it on; or what Commoner Plum 
would have worn if he had not 
■busted' his indispensibies while 
hauling them on. 

“We shall let all of this pass, 
presuming that your readers take no 
interest in horrible details. There 
was a strange absence at opposition 
members. 

"The belle of the ball is allowed to 
be Lady Lisgar’s niece, a young lady 
of much beauty and talent." 

No. I cannot understand what this 
is all about, but it does amuse me 
and whets my appetite to learn 
more. How extraordinary it is that 
an invitation to this affair has now 
shown up after all these years. 

I would like to know If Dr. 
Helmcken and his daughter were 
there. I, searched his remlndscenses, 
but no mention of it. 

Dr. Helmcken, one at the dele¬ 
gates from British Columbia work¬ 
ing on Terms of Union, evidently felt 
neglected, for he wrote: “Let me 
say that no notice was taken of die 
delegates from British Columbia — 
no vote of thanks ever given them — 
positively nothing. 


"It is true that some half-dozen 
bankers and so forth gave Trutch a 
dinner, but neither Carroll nor 
myself were invited. This no-notice 
business may be taken as a proof of 
their being no enthusiasm re our 
confederation. 

"Subsequently, the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment had much trouble and had 
to use all their power and exertions 
to get the Terms of Union through 
Parliament. 

"Trutch was in Ottawa and helped 
them, by showing the importance of 
British Columbia, and bamboozling 
them a little with diplomatic tact." 

The invitations in the Downing 
collection sent me looking up The 
(Monfat to find the details of the 
various social events. 

Here's thq account of the No¬ 
vember, 1871. ball; “Last evening a 
numerous and happy throng at 
ladies and gentlemen gathered at 
Government House in response to 
the invitations of Lieutenant-Gov- 
eoor and Mr*. J. W. Trutch. 

"The handsome ballroom waa 
prettily decorated with maple leaves 
and Flora's choicest gifts, arranged 
in wreaths, or festooned upon the 
walls. 

“At the head of the room waa a 
handsome Dominion flag — the 
ladies were dressed With taste and 
many at the dresses were costly and 
elegant. 

“His Honor (whq wore the CJvH 
Service Uniform J and Mrs. Trutch 
received and entertained their 
guests in the most cordial and 
hospitable manner. 

"The baH was opened by the 
Lleut-govemoc with Mrs. Henry 
Pering Pellew Crease, and Admiral 
Farquhar with Mrs. Trutch. 

"The music was supplied by the 
excellent band of HMS Zealous, 
which dispensed delicious strains. At 
midnight a splendid repast waa 
served, under the auspices of Mrs. 
R. J. McDonell, during the discus¬ 
sion of which His Honor projwsed 
Ihe heolth of the Prince of Wales 
(later King Edward Vtl), which waa 
drunk with enthusiasm. 

"After supper dancing was re¬ 
sumed and continued until an early 
hour in the morning, when the tired 
yet happy company took leave of 
their kind entertainers. The affair 
was in every respect enjoyable and 
successful."
